THE UTAH BILL. 


The new Utah bill reported on Thursday 


by Edmunds in the Senate is a measure, 
tbe adoption of which twenty years ago 
would have prepared and fitted the Terri- 
tory, by this time, .for admission to the 
Union as a sovereign State. The local 
political power and patronage has, except 
in a few localities, and in those until lat&ly, 
been held, exercised and distributed ex- 
clusively bj the leaders of the Mormon 
Church. This, political power has been 
the most effective weapon that the loyal or 
Qentile element has had to contend with 
in all thesa years that it has been straggling 
to wrest ths government of the Territory 
from those who have so long prostituted it 
to the propagation of treason and the 
strengthening of the pillars of their polyg- 
amous church. Deprived of its local politi- 
cilpowor, and fh» years of polygamous and 
disloyal Mormonism could be numbered by 
th« fingers of one band without counting 
the thumb. The church would either fall 
t> pieces, or divest itself of its objectionable 
features and become as harmless, and per- 
haps as moral and deoeLt us the other 
denorniantioual organizations of the coun- 
try. 
The only objection, to tbe new 


—Edmunds bill is its failure to provide for a 


Legislative Commission or some other 
means which would insure the immediate 
co-operation of the law-making power with 
the Executive and Judicial brunches of the 
Territorial Government.

They also charged that the Min- 
ister refused to transmit the minutes of 
numerous Cabinet meetings between April 
and September, 1889, at which the pro- 
posed treaty was discussed. The commit- 
tee held Minister Austin to be guilty of 
disrespect to t&the House.

'He said if 
the Secretary of the Treasury bought four 
millions of silver per month instead of two 
that we not only have a double stan- 
dard, but silver woold be on a par with 
gold. Responding to a question, by Blair, 
Stewart said the present law, if executed 
to its maximum, Would be better than any 
of the pending measures. Plait said that 
if Stewart believed that, and it be correct, 
it seemed to him that it was ground upon 
which'all might mett together.

Mono-Metallic Trickery! 


BKNO, Jane 13, 1890. 


ED. JOUBSAL:—The press dispatcher in- 


form us that the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee has amended ths House Silver bill by 
striking out the bullion redemption clans*, 
and by depriving of their legal tender 
quality the silver certificate• propose'] to 
be issued in payment of four and one-half 
millions of silver to be purchased monthly. 


The trickery of this proposed amend- 


ment is 10 obvious that I do not doubt it 
will be promptly exposed and repudiated 
by the Senate. If a law should be enacted 
as proposed by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee it would close the Mints to silver 
coinage, put an end~to all purchases of sil- 
ver by the United States, send the price of 
silver down to 95 cents an ounce or less, 
and further contract the money of tbe 
country to the extent of twenty-four mill- 
ions per annum—the minimum of coinage 
under the existing law. 


The bill pretends to authorize and direct 


the Secretary of the Treasury to purchase 
four and one-hall million ounces of silver 
per month at the market price, bnt the 
only money be is authorized to pay foi his 
purchases 13 silver notes, which are cot 
made a legal tender for private debts. Not 
being a legal-tender they would lack a val- 
uable quality possessed by other money, 
and lacking such quality tbej would be of 
less current valae than other money—in a 
word they yould be at a discount. Who 
would sell sflveTbnlliontothe United States 
the "market, rate" for legal tender money, at 
and take his pay in money which he could 
only pass at a discount? The inevitable 
result of such a law would be that the Gov- 
ernment would buy no silver bullion at all, 
because nobody who liad silver bullion 
would sell it to the Government and receive 
his pay ia depreciated currency, when he 
could get the same price in gold coin for 
bin bullion from private parties. 


The Senate Finance Committee's amend- 


ment to the MoKinley bill is a piece of leg- 
islative jugglery worthy of the icoundrels 
who clandestinely demonetized silver in 
1873.
